year, according to figures 
published today, 


Britain provided’ only 41.3, 
per cent of Australian imports. 
and took 283 per cent of her 
exports compared with 43.5 per 
cent of jmports and 33.4 per 
cent of exports in the previous 
year. 

Tae _ proportion 
from Britain was a_ record 
peace-time low, and alnce the 
war the only year in’ which 
Australia bought a smaller 
share from Britain was 1947- 
48 with 38.9 per cent, :
